In October, 1804, 1 was removed from my
position am  government tagger at  South
Omahe for redsens wlilch 1t I8 not nocessnry
to repout? here, 1Minding, Hke Davy Crockett,
my ocoupation gone, I resolved to leave this
part of the country and siok omployment
ebewhiore, With this pirpose In view 1 hegan
roading the want ade in the papers, At that

T answered thin ad in person at the little
offioe in the old frame building nt the corner
of Eleventh and Farnam streets, and was
confronted by a yotng man, who, for frigil
dlgnity, wag hend, shoulders and bdy above
anything that it had ever been my fortune to
came across, Indeed, so lmiporthnt was he
that 1 couwld not pet a civil answer to the
questions I asked him, and wag obliged to go
eisewhore to get the information | was soek-
fng. There was another one of those agencles
close by, under the management of a Mr,
Enberg, who bhad a slimllar place of business
in Kansas Clty, A woman was In charge of
the Omnaha end, and to my lnqulvies as to
what o ticket to Memplils would cost was
pollitely Informed $10.60, An thiat was mor2
money than I had In my posrselon 1 told her
I would he back next day and buy a tieket.
In order to do this 1T had to pawn my wateh,
which 1 d4id, securing enough to purchuase
the tieket and have lefl $3.85,

BOUND FOR MEMPIIS.

The next day I went back to the office
and pald in the $10.60, for which I got a
recelpt, and was told that the train would
leave the Wehater Strect depot that night at
0:20, There were nine of ws bound for the
eame ploce, and a8 there was but the one
ticket for the nine we had to stay together,
Wa left Omaha the 11th of December for
Memphiln, from which placx we took boat
up the river fifty milea and were landed at
1 a. m. In a dense forest.  We camped In
the woods Tor the night and the next morning
started for the leves enmp, which we found
to be two mliles distant. It wae my first
experience In a place of Lhia kind, and In
truth the first time 1 had ever seen anything
of the Mke.,  We woere to recelve $1.25 per
day, with a provise that we would be dis-
countivd 256 per eent (f we loft or were dis-
clinrged before we had worked twenty-six
daye.  This proviso proved to be o filndanelal
suceess In two wave—It enabled the ¢con-
tractors to pay off thelr men at starvation
wages, besides keeping them on the move,
thereby making room for the new contingents
which were arriving every day from the
different employment agencles up the country,

There was one thing 1 notleed among the
men al the eamp and which fmpressed me
not a little, It was the utter inabllity of
the men to remain still, elther standlng or
sltting, for the shortest spice of time. |
could not tmagine the causs, and not wilsh-
ing to show my Ignorance by making In-
quiries, I resolved to smother my curlosity
until the secret would be out, I had not
long to walt, as the third day after my ar-
rival I found myself shifting about fn my
#eat before the evenlng fire. Somehow 1
had caught onto the custom of Lhe camp,
and was as uncasy A8 the rest of them.
Indeed, so restless had I become that sloep
wap out of the guestion. In order to be
satisfled In regoard to my condition I went
out Into the woods and examined myself.
I was foreed to admit when the evidence
was all In that I had “got ‘em,"” The
mystery wan explnined, The virmin were
g0 thiek In the camp thet to a new beginner
1ife was mode miserable untll his cutlcle
ROt toughened by friction and he by degrevs
got used to it

Another thing nbout thoss comps, which
wis  made clear—It strong  clrcumstantial
evidence can make anything clear—was the
understanding  between  the  employment
agencles and the contractor to fleece the
Inboring man, I have seen good men dis-
charged upon onp protext or another in order
thut the tew men sent out by the different
wgents, nand who were gunrantesd work, could
be givin employment for n fow doys.

After working In this camp for two weeks
I left In eompany with a young man who
was also from Omabn, We had come to the
camp togethor nnd had earned after the 25
per cent dlscount had besn deducted $7. Two
dollaras of this sum was given to reach Mem-
phis, In which plice we expected to find
something to do, We were not successful,
howaver, and our funds getting low, wo cnme
to the conclusion to strike out on foot acroxs
the country. This we i), and after two
diays walking without finding work of any
kind, we reachad a litle town ealled Wynn.
We had walked thirty miles that day, and
were tired and huugry, but our money was
ko nearly exhausted thet a sandwlech was all
that we could allow ourselves for supper,
This wo dupllentod for breakfast and left the
town that day In a drizzling rain and hod
had walked twelve miles when night came
on, We had but 86 conta In our possession,
and as we conld not put up at o hotel for
that amount, had to ask the privilege of
sleeplags In the school houss for the night,
which was readily granted. We bought 20
otnts' worth of cheose and crackers for our
supper, bullt a fire In the stove, and made
ouraclves ns comfortable as elroumstances
woulld pormit. The next morning we started
tuward MHelona, fitty miles distant. On this
morning we had no breakfast, and about 9
o'clock we parted with our lagt 16 cents for
three cups of coffes, On that sume day—
Bunday—I guve my overcoat to a negro for
1wo meals, the first we had to eat sines onr
mreal of ohorso and crackers the night befors
in the school house, When night overtook
us we bullt a fire In the woods and lay
down to got some rest. How long I slept T
o not know, for we were awakened by large
tlrops of raln spattering through the branches
overhead, There was not a house within half
A mile, and the only eholtér to be hiad wers
the trunks of the huge tress. Never befors
had I witnessed so0 grand a slght.  Flash
after flash of lightnlng followsd so olose
upon one another thut edsch crug and Hmb
looked ks an electrie lght, When the
storm was over we restarted oup fire, dried
ouraelvis and  slept until morning. That
mornlng my companion gave away his overs
cont for our breakfast. He also sold hls
mackintosh for $1 1o a sestlon foreman. That
afternoon It began ralning sgain and about
4 0'elock wo went up to a planter's house and
arkedl to bo taken In for the npight., The
owner, a young man of 30, and single, sald
that we wers welcomo If we could put up
with what he had to pffer, This was not hard
to do, consldering that we had bhad only onse
meal a4 diy for the two daywe previons,

This plantation was elght miles north of
Nitlens, and like all other places of Its kind,
outelde the sugar states, was on the retro
grade. Indeod, there Is nothing In the south
wlich will impress the observer more than
those old plantations which are rapidly deift.
ing Into decay. Thiy no longer constitute
the orbit of soclety, round which  the sat-
ellitea of fashion Ireidiate, but are, on the
contrary, deserted by thelr former owners,
who bave left the country for the town.

THE ORIGINAL HOBO.

Aftor supptr, Mr. Lowry, the gentieman

ho owned the plantation, gave us a short
lstory of Sandy Rowland, pe original Ar-

I hinve stoad befora
thoge cabine on an evening, watching tha
master of the houke, hig body swaying to
and fro, as though in mortal agony, the
perspiration oozing from every pore, Baw-
Ing away as If s life depended on thes nums
bor and varloty of motions he could make,
Theso would-be Ole Iinlls are not confined
‘o any one locallty, but are found iIn th
reral disteiets In all parts of the mate.
When T was a boy 1 ussd to hear It sald that
when a fiddler disd he wont nelther to hell
nor to heaven, but to a place called Flddl=r'a
Green, thres miles below had s, If Lhat
ean be true, It Is evidont to thowe who wish
to Investigate that Fitdler's Green Is Jocated
within the borders of Arkansas.

STRIKING THIE ROAD.

After <ating our hreakfast next morning,
wa bid Mr, Lowry good by and started for
Helenn, elght miles distant. Weo searched
for employment the whole day after metting
there, and, as usaul, wers unsucesssful. Our
last GO cents, whieh remalned from the
fale of the mackintosh, was given for o
bed. The next morning 1 asked a con-
duetor to carry us to Clarindon, which he
did. It may not be out of place to state
hers, by the way of parenthesis, that sey-
ernl yenrs of my lfe were spent as n rall-
rond  brakeman  and  switohman, 1 had
work'd a8 o switchman In the Unlon Pa-
cifie yards at Omiha In the spring of ‘03,
and  before Jeaving Omaha I ealled wpon
Superintendent Sutherland and reelved a
letter, duly stamped, certifylng that my
work while there was satisfactory and that
I had Jeft the service of my own accord,
My government commisston and removal
servid us m clearance in the great sirike,

After arriving in Clarindon our first thought
was for something to eat, It wans nlready
notn and we had not yei tasted food that

day. 1 had a wateh chain which comt me
$5.60 and which I tried to sell, but esuld
not get an offer on It We had to have

somothing to eat, and to got It 1 gave the
chaln to a hotel  keaper for our dinner.
After eating a hearty meal we went to the
Cotton Belt depot. There was a frelght
traln standing en the track headed in the
direetion wa wanted to go, I asked the
conductor for a ride to Joneshorn, showing
at the same time my letter and strike clear-
ance. After looklog them over he told me
to go back to the caboose. and get on. 1
then teld him about my companlion, and was
told he could not ride unless he could
“show up'” as I had done, I then asked
tho eonductor If we eould get Into an empty
box ear, and he replied that if I rode with
him I would have to ride In the caboosa.
That wattled it, and we started up the track
on foot toward Brinkley, which we reached
at 7T o'clock. That night we asked the mar-
shal to let us gleep In the jall and give us
our suppers, but he refusad bath requests,
We stayed In a saloon until 12 o'clock, when
a truln came along,  We determined to ride
this traln, If possible, Into Jonesboro. My
companlon was to take our bundle, conslat-
ing of thrae or four shirts, some underclothing
and a book, which I valued so much that 1
brought 1t along from Omahna, He wis to
goet Into an empty box car, If therp were
any on the train, and ride to Jonesboro, 1
was to ride in the cabooze and trast to my
fetters to carry me through. I It happened
that one of us was put off the train, the one
who was successful was to awalt In Jones-
boro the arrival of the other. 1 had no
trouble in convinelng the conducter that 1
wia a4 rallrond man in good standing, and wis
told that I could ride.

We hod gone about thirty miles when the
traln stopped at a slding to let another one
pass, My companion, not finding an empty
box ear that he could got into, had got upon
a flat car, When the train came to a stand
the lead brakeman started over the train
from the engine toward the caboose. My
partner, who was still on the flat ear, saw the
Hght coming and endeavered to let himself
down by reaching to the ladder on the side
of the adjoining box car, but the night was
go vold that his hands had becoma benumbed,
and In trylng to catch the rounds he fell
backward, In hils fall he threw his arms
belind him to protect himself, and striking
the palm of his hand against the frozen
ground, ho broke his arm at the wrist,

NO CASH, NO CURE.

When we arrlvidd at Joneshorn we went
gtralght to the rallroad ecompany’'s physician
who wanted 310 for reducing the fracture.
We did pot have 10 cénts and made him
aware of this fact, He was obdurate to
our appeals and we left the office feeling
very blue, Wo went to another physiclan,
but when he found we had ne monsy he was
as  hardened  and Inflexible as the first
Somewhat discouraged with our ead plight we
made up our minds to sesk the mayor and
make kunown our unfortunate condillon.
We found the mayor In his ofMee, amd after
making eour business Known asked hlin If
li# could glve us an order to the city phy-
siclan. He sald that the city did not em-
ploy a physioinn. Then we asked bhim If
ho could mot send us to some doctor and
have him present the blil to the councll for
payment, to which ke answered that there
was no  ordinapce for anything of (hat
Kind and furthermore that the clty waa not
compelled to take care of every tramp that
ehme along, As we turned to lésve, he
anked us with a leer that would have done
oridit to Mr, Hyde, If there was any fur-
ther Information that we would ke to have,
to which we slmply answered “nothing.” and
walked out. 1t was now 11 o'clock and we
Fad had nothing to cat since the day bifore
al noon, Something had to be done to get
out of the predicament we waere in, With
a detgrmiuation born of our sad sltuation
we came to the conclusion t go over Lo
a drug store pear by, ask for bandagis as
though we intendsd to buy them, and when
they ware wrapped up take them, walk out,
stand the consequeneed, whatpver they might
be, and sst the fracture as well as we
wora able.  To the drug stors we went and
wore Informed that they did tot keep anythlng
of the kind, but that there was & doctor's
ofMice next door where wo could gst them,
With some misgivings we entered the place
and made our misslon known., It was our
last chance, as ha was the only physiclan in
town on whom we had not oalled. He
proved to be a gentleman whose humanity
was not measurad by dollars or eants.  After
patting the Hmb he stipulated to the patisnt
that {f he ever found himself Apnanclally able
be would forward §10, This he promised
to do,

Twenty-four hours had now elapwed since
our last meal, and to say that we were
hungry does not half express It There
were a number of brakemen standing In
front of the hotels of the towp, agd to one
of them 1 showed my raliroad leflers, ex-
plaining at the same time our pressnt clr-
cumstatioes, and asked hilm if he eould naot
give us omething to eat Without saying
4 word he took ue into the hotel and ordered
our dianer. When oyr wants were eitis-
fled we had time to reflect upon the situs-
tlon o which wo found ourselves. ‘Whethor
to go back to Memphlp where there was a
hospital, or send tg Omhaha for money with
which to return wal subject of an hour's
debate. The latier p, was praferred, and
that afterncon my panion lcuTaphed
howe for mouey. Hé secured & place to

board on his promise to pay as soon as the
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money arcived from home. 1 stayed with
Bim that night and next morning we b!dl
sach other goondby and parted,

HUNGER'S LAST RESORT.

From Little RRock 1 went to Fort Smith.
I had read an advertisement in the 8t. Louls
Globe-Imocrat to the effect that teamsters
were wanled at Huntingten, and as 1t was
thirty miles dlstant, 1 though' 1 would stop
In Fort Smith until morning, na the saloons
of the placs kept open all night. They were
tha only places in town where n man without
mon'y or friends could stop and not be
molestel, Helng wealk from fasiing, 1
walked Into the conntry a mile or two to
try and get my supper, It was the first time
In my lfe that 1 had ever asked for bread
at a private hons: without belng able to
pay for what 1 récelved. There was a large
house closs to the rallrond trick upon my
feft, and to It T went. A girl was carrying
in wood and to her I addressed myself, 1
niked her If she would not allow me to do
gome kind of work for my supper or any-
thing In tho way of edibles. She mld they
did not have anything cooked, and that they
were tired of feedlng tramps who wers too

Over In the woeod there wns a
log cabln, before which a man was chopping
I aaked him if Be conld Keep me over night,
telling him where [ was golng, with the
romark that T would not be ahle to reach 1t
because of the storm. He moade answer that
hia wife was not at home, but would be
dirvectly, and 1t 1 could walt uptil she ar-
rived he could lot me know., While he
was talking, his wify came home. She had
Leen out to one of the nelghbors to try
and boresw some flonr. It transpired, as 1
learned the next morning upon taking my

Ienve, that §f she had  boen unsudcessinl
in sicuring the flour, they would themsplvies
have had to goe supperless to bed, He

wis a miner, but had been out of work for
some months and was in very hard elrcum-
ntaners, yet, with all thelr poverty, I wng
welcomed as though thelr wealth was un-
Hmited, Indeed, In my year of wandering
through sevaen  sthtes and two tervitories,
I found It was the poor who were (he most
liheral glvirs.

THE DOUBLE CINCH,

At Huntington I was given empioyment and
worked there nine duys when, for a telfling
onnge, <ghteen of us were discharged, |
found the same rule in effect hore that they
hall upon the levee, with this difference, that
It you left or were discharg:d befors you had
worked twenty-alx duys, you wore discounted
10 per e:nt Insteéad of twenty-five per cent,
With such a rule in force It was Impossible
for anyons to ranain at work uny lruglh ol
timg, when men were as plentiful ae they
were last winter. On leaving Huutington 1
hald $3.95. The 96 conts was given for rall-
Foad fare, the rwt aod last 1 pald for trans-
portution untll lemving Sloux Clty for Ne-
braska, the fall following, When I got back
to Fort 8mith T bought o pair of shoes for $1,
and after staying two days ‘eft the town with
G oeents In my pocket, 1 walked five miles to
Van Dutren, crossing the Arkansas river on
the lee (something unusuwal) wnd left therps
that night In o box ecar for MeAllster, In the
Indian Teprritory, 150 miles distant. It wan
i very eold night, the ground being covered
with snow and a strong wind blowing from
the north. I stald (n the box car until we
had gone abosut twesty miles, when 1 cams
to the eoncluslon’ that 1T would have to get
out or freexe, 1 chosa thie foriner course,
gottlng out and golng bLack to the eaboose,
When the train had started and the con-
duetor saw me he was somewhit surprised
and wantad to know where in the d—1 1 had
exmo from, | made him nequninted with the
facts and told him 1 was & rallrodd man gone
Lo seed and was going over to MeAllster to
kU to work on the new roed Lullding there, 1

rode with him to Wagner, changing cars
there and again at Muskoges, airiving at
McAllster twelve hours after leaving Van

Huren. The next doy I went out along the
ling and sscurel a  Job on the grade, 1
worked theon ten days, waen 1 accldentally
split my thumb to the bone bandling rocks,
As 1 was disabled from working, and not
wikhing to stay around the canip and pay
board, T eoalled for my tme. I found the
wame rule of diseount In force on this roud
which marked the other comps in which 1
had worked., They also Kept out of each
man's pay 60 cents overy meonth as o hospital
foe, yel there was no place provided for thoos
who chanoed to get slek, gnd If such 8 mis-
fortune happensd to befull apyone he bad to
piy his bosid or leave the camp ot which he
was working. The only benefit received, if
benefit it could be calied, was the ridlug over
tho lite of w so-catled doctor who would dis-
tribite two or thros pille to each man ones a
weak, but not, however, without asking for
them, There wuo something ke $1.200 eol-
lected gacl mopth from thia source, and the
biauty of the scheme was, that the promoters
did not have to give an equivalent in return.
The'e was, lu ove of the campe, 4 young maun
of 1§ who was taken down with the measles
und who died of negbot and want of medical
treatiment. Yel, if he had pnly worked two
duys upon the construction of the road be-
fore Lo dled, the B0 cents hospltal fee would
ba kept out of his wages, Hern {5 a recelpt
whish I rocelved from a subcontracior for
whom 1 worked:

The contractors who had the construction of
this road were W, 8. Good, & man from Phila-
delphla, and Michael E. Kerr, clerk of the
last housa of representallyves, This man Good
had such a dread of the workingmen along
the line that he always had o Upiled States
Aeputy marshal with hlm when he rode out.

THE BOX CAR ROUTE.

At the thne ! left the road there was an
advertisement In the Globe-Demuerat to the
effect that 600 men weres wanted for the con-
gtruction of ® new railroad al Texarkatnn., As
I could not work for some days on account
of my hand, 1 came to the conclusion to go
there. With this object In view 1 got iato
a box car at McAlllster and twenty hours
luter I was In Little Rock, 310 miles from
where [ started. An Incident connected wilth
this trip may be worth rélating. At Wagner
I had to take the Iron Mountuln rallroad,
necessitating & chuopge, as I had come from

The
only way we could get across wax  eon-
structing w raft. We got an ax from one of
the fiegro cabins cloge by and went to work.
We got the raft completed at sundown, and
everything being ready, got on and pushed
out Into the stroam. We suceeedsd in got-
ting ncross, but were almost a mile below
where we started tn. 'We retraced onr steps,
got back on the rallroad and siarted on our
Journey.

1t was now dark, and we wera disoussing
the fensibility of bullding a fire and camping
far the night, when we eame to a sawmlill
aiil o large dwelling house, to which we went
and asked If we might sloep in the sawmill
for the night. Wae were told that we might,
and had turned to go, when we wers asked

it we had hiad any Bupper.
Upon our replying no, we were
taken Inta ths house and set  down to

the table, It was the first and only time
wiile hoboeing it around the country that 1
was Invited to a meal, After our eupper we
went down to the sawmill and buried our-
splves In the shavings, When 1 awoke 1
looked for my companion, who had laln down
beside me, but he had dismppeared, nor have
1 seen him from that day to this

A USELESS TRIP,

After leaving the sawmill T went up the
track toward the work, but had not gone far
when 1 met a number of men returning from
there who Informed me that because of a re-
survey «the work had stopped and that I
wouldl be disappointed 1f 1 went. We all
went baek 1o the river, lay In  the woods
untll midnight and then stole across tho
bridge while the watchman was asleep,
When across the river 1 left them, going to
the tle-eamp, while they went on to Tex-
srkana. I worked at the eamp two days In
my stay of n week, It having rained the
balanes of the timpe. At the end of a week
the camp broke up, the men going to different
places, Texarkana was only elght miles
away, and to it T went, The town was quir-
antined agninst the smallpox, but T was not
aware of it At the soith slde of town was
a largs sowmill, The gawdust from this mill
was conveyed through lron pipes a distance
of about 100 yards from the mill and was con-
tinually burning, along with slahs and  waste
materlal., Around this fire were gathered
every night the hoboes who chinneed to Lo In
town. On this night thérs were t!llrtoon: be-
sides myself, sitting around the fire. Never
before had I seen sueh dejeeted or wretched
specimens of humapity. Some of them had

to box ears, lumbr plles and barns for the
purpoese of counting noses. Every time the
genaus i taken o large number are overs
looked, and they are I tearly every cas®,
those who have no fixsd residence and are
eomimonly Known as tramps, So, In my
Judgment, if one of the disputants failed to

on. Th'y constitute a very emall per eent
of the men or the road, and between them
and the hoboes there & a biltr enmity
which occamlonally finds vent in blows,

EMPLOYMENT AGENCY EVILS.

The worst obstacle at the pressmt time
which the Iaboring man finde along his way
s the employment agent,  You may noteh It
In your menory as absolutely true, that when
an employment agent advertises for n large
number of men, in nine cases out of ten the

agent and contractor have a compact with
each other that bodes no good to the men
sent out to work. There may he meh

enough twics over at the places to which
they are shipping, but that mnkes no differ-
enee with them, and as long as they ean in-
dues men to pay thelr fes they will be pro-
fuse with the promlses of steady work and
good pay. S0 pernicious has the exvil lLe-
come that some contractors will not employ
nnyone who does not come through an ems
ployment office, An employment agent by
the name of O'Mern, whose place of busi-
ness s on Walnut street, and T think, be-
tween Sixth and Seventh streets, 8St. Louis,
had a standlng advertisement dn all the
principal papers of the ecity to the effect that
men were wintsd to shovel conl. The wages
for this work were $1.60 per day, and wers
paid every Saturday night, and besides the
work was in the city. As there were be-
tween 6,000 and 10,000 men fdle in St. Louis
at that tlme who had nothing to eat and no
place to sleep I thought It strange why such
an opportunity should be let pass, Hero
way the chance that 1 was looking for, and
although it was Saturday afterncon [ de-
termined not to let it silp, so to the office
I went,  On reaching there I was told that
it would cost me $1. 1 had but 60 cents at
the tme, and told him so. Hue was then
willlng to take &0 pents, saying that the
other half dollar would be kept out of my
wages at the works, That wns enough,
iy the same old “nlgger In the woodpile®
was plainly vhalble to my mental wvision.
Had 1 pald the fee (& would only have been
a day or two until T would have been dls-
charged to make room for some other man
who hod been sucked out of §1 by tlose
humon lecehes,

There should ba a law enacted in every
state of the union, making It a misdemeanor
for dny person to run an employment agency.
As at present coastlituted they are a sort
of a costom houwse, where the poor man has
to pay a tax In order to be given work.

It muy gound strange, but It iz niverthelors
a faot, that in this day and generatlon men
who have commitied ne erimoe are arrosted
by the dozens and thrown Into Jail slmply
hecanse they cannot find work and have no
money. The mere fact that some polics-
mun has a suspleion that a poor footworn
ereature 1 not altogether right Is deemed
sufficlent evidence not only to arrest him
but to sentence him for thirty days at hard
